CAVALRY AND LIGHT ARTILLERY SCHOOL. 
G. 0. 17, H. Q. A., March 14, 1892, 


By direction of the Secretary of War, in pursu- 
ance of the act of Congress approved January 29, 
1887, a school of instruction for drill and practice for 
eavalry and light artillery will be established at 
Fort Riley, Kansas, 

1. It shell consist of one regiment of cavalry (as nearly as 
practicable), such batteries of light artillery, not exceeding 
five, as may found practicable, and such other officers 
and enlisted men es may be assigned to duty at the school 
for instruction. The troops of each arm shall constitute a 
egub-echoo! of prectice. The director of the sub-school for 
cavalry sball be the senior officer of cavalry present next to 
the commanding officer of the school; the director of the 
sub schoo! for light artillery shall be the senior officer of 
artillery present. 

2. Tne commanding officer of the school sball be the 
colonel of the cavairy regiment, and in his absence the 
genior officer of cavalry or artillery present. 

8. The schon! staff shall consist of the commanding officer 
and all the field cfiicers of cavalry and artillery present, 
and the adjutant of the cavalry regiment sball be secretary 
of the school. 

4. The school shall at all times be governed by the rules of 
diecipline prescribed for all military posts and by the regu- 
latiens of the school. 

5, The organization of the cavalry command will, as fares 
practicable, be complete within tiself for all purposes of 
administration and instruction. In like manner the organ- 
ysation of tbe artillery command will be complete within 
itself for like purposes, 

6. The principa) object of this school is Instruction in the 
combined operations of cavalry and light artillery, and this 
object should be kept steadily in view. 

7. One-balf of each instruction year shall be devoted by 
each sub school to iretruction in the special du‘ies of its 
own arm with the addition of signaling with the flag, torch, 
and heliograph, and, if practicable, military telegrapby. 

8. The second balf of erch school year shall be devoted to 
the field work and exercises of the two arms, cavalry and 
artillery combined. 

9. Preperatory tothe work of instruction in each year, the 
school steff berein provided for sbali prepare a full scheme 
for the course of instruction to be followed that year for 
the sub-echoo! and for the schoo) of both arms combined, 

10 At the close of the instruction year the director of 
each sub-schooi eball submit to the commanding officer of 
the Cavalry and Light Artillery Schoo! an annual report of 
the progress ard wants of bis sub-scbool, and the command- 
ing officer sbe)! in like manner submit a like report to the 
Commanding General of the prey. 

11. The Cavairy and Light Artillery School shall be under 
the immediete orders of the Commanding General of the 
Army, but shall be subject to tnspection by the department 
comwmesnder, and in emergencies the troops belonging to the 
school shall also be subject to his orders.

The movement, by rail, to take place about April 1. 
The troop will be remounted at Fort Myer, and, ac- 
cordingly, will transfer its present horses and their 
equipments to the Quartermaster’s Department at 
its present station. 

roop H,7th Regiment, with horses and equi 
ments, to Fort Riley, Kansas. The movement, by 
rail, with such marching as may be necessary, to 
take place at such time as may be designated by the 
department commander, after Troops B and K, 7tb, 
shali have changed to Fort Sheridan.

III. All enlisted men who have six months, or 
oat to serve,and who do not intend to re-eniist, 
will be left at their present statiuns to be transferred 
or attached to organizations thereat, or to arrive. 

V. The respective department commanders will, 
through concert of action, give such additional di- 
rections as may be necessary; arrange all further 
details with due regard to economy and the com- 
fort of officers and men; and direct the transfer of 
tbe enlisted men —— authorized and ordered. 

V. As far as practicable all regimental, company, 
and the authorized allowance of officers’ baggage 
will besbipped by rail from initial points to the new

Vi. Commanding officers will see to it that the 
property to be transported is confined to the lowest 
possible limit, and that all surplus or unserviceable 
property is transferred to the proper officer at the 
station from which the troops are ordered. En route 
to their new stations troops and companies will, as 
toammubpition, take only the amount usually car- 
ried on the person of the soldier.

(d.) Correspondence with State authorities and militia off- 
cers on questions affecting the erganization and armament 
of the militia of the several States and Territories snd of 
the District of Columbia, and the reference to proper au- 
spout of questions for decigion relating to tactical instruc- 
tion, discipline and equipment. 

(e.) The preparation of instructions to the officers cetailed 
by the Secretary of War to visit the several encampwents 
of State troops and to witness the movements and exercises 
of the militia,as well as the digesting, arrang 
preservation of all reports that may be duly submitted by 


em. 

(t.) The study and preparation of plans for the mobiliz1- 
tion and transportation of militia and voluoteers and their 
disbandment, and for the concentration of the military 
forces of the United States at the various strategic points 
on or near the frontiers of the country. 

81. The Division of Military Information will also have 
charge of a Museum to bs established for tbe proper care 
and preservation of such military relics as are nowin the 
several bureaus of the War Department, or as may here- 
after ve obtained. 

4th. The officer in charge shall perform such other duties 
as naturally appertain to the Division, or as may be here- 
after assigned to bim trom time to time by the Secretary of

She did considerably better 
than this on ber trial trip, averaging 17.6 knots per 
hour.

She is the first of this type of propuision to be em 
ployed on the Sound, and it is expected ehe will 
prove at least 30 per cent. more ecovomical than the 
old-style a class of passenger boats. 
The New Hampshire, a twin vessel of the Maine, 
will be completed in about thirty days. The builder 
of these twosteamers is the well known Harlan 
and Hollingsworth Company, of Wilmington. Del., 
The design is principally the work of Mr. J. W. Mil- 
ler, the president of the Providence and Stonington 
Steamship Company, and the steamers have been 
built under the immediate supervision of Mr. S. J. 
Clarke, the superintendent of the company. 

Tus Navy Department March 15 recsived the first 
official news of the killing of Mr. Gower Robinson 
by Lieut. J. H. Hetherington, U.S.N., at Yokohama 
in February last, in a short telegram from Rear Ad- 
miral Belknap, who has just arrived in San Fran- 
cisco from China. He was in command of the Asi- 
atic uadron when the homicide occurred. e 
states that Hetherington will be tried by the U. 8. 
Consular Court at Yokohama. The coroncr’s jury 
in the case bas returned a verdict of wilful murder. 
Dr. Eldridge testified that Robinson told bim in an 
indirect way who fired the fatal shot and added, 
“* Dootor, if I get through this time alive, be’ll finish 
me next time.”’ The doctor replied : * No, if you re- 
cover he’)l be out of the way of doing you any mis- 
chief.”” On Robinson asking what the doctor meant 
the latter stated that Hetherington would be ar- 
rested. Rob responded: “Good God! That 
will never do; it will ruin the r fellow.” After 
repeating this Robinson asked Dr. Eldridge to write 
from dictation to Admiral Belknap. In the letter 
Robinson used the phrase as nearly as the witness 
could remember, to the following effect: * If any- 
thing from me can make the position of Lieut. 
Hetherington easier or better [ shall be very glad. 
I fully forgive bim.” 

A pPaRtixe kick is given the old Navy, already 
fast disappearing, by a provision in the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill further reducing the limit at which 
wooden vessels may be repaired from 20 to 10 per 
cent. of the original cost, and prohibiting the con- 
struction of new boilers for any old ship. The prac- 
tical effect of this provision, should it become a 
law, will be to immediatelv retire the Omaha, Nip- 
sic, 1 Pi Richmond and Swatara, 
and to shorten tbe tives of other wooden vessels 
by from two to five e— The Lancaster is the 
only veesel of the old Navy in thorough repsir at 
the present time. Lt 1s doubtful if any of the wooden 
ships can be repaired within 10 per cent. of their 
pak. oy cost upon their return from their present 
cruises. Fortunately, the Hartford and K 
bave been excepted from the provision, so that 
these two historic sloops-of-war will be preserved 
indefinitely, as they should be. The vessels of the 
old Navy remaining in commission as cruising sbips 
are the Lancaster, Marion, Mohican, Kearsarge, 
Yantic, Alert, Palos, Essex, Iroquois, Alliance, 
Thetis, Pinta, Monocacy ana Pensacola. The latter 
is now en route to Mare Island from Honolulu, and 
will go out of commission upon her arriva). The 
fr will soon arrive at Mare Island from Samoa 
and will also go out of commission. The Adams and 
Ranger will be placed in commission at Mare Island 
during the present month.

and a Roman Oatholic.” The Post, adds, however, 
that nobody has a word to say in derogation of 
Colonel Coppinger’s qualities as a soldier, but sees 
in the proposition to elevate him to vacant position 
a huge political scheme. The Post has some very 
sensible remarks upon the subject of the delay in 
making the appointment. We fail to see what good 
purpose has been accomplished by it, and it cer- 
tainly has greatly increased the embarrassment of 














the President in making his selection. 5 
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THE OUTHWAITE BILL. 


WE have received several communications con- 
cerning the Outhwaite bill, but most of them are 
personal argument, in behalf of individual officers, 
and not discussions of the principle of the bill it- 
self. Every one must be aware that this is an ex. 
tremely delicate ground to enter upon, and the sev- 
eral communications neutralize each other by 
leading us to entirely different conclusions in the 
attempt to apply what their writers regard as sound 
principles to the consideration of the subject of 
lineal promotion. The picture some of these cor- 
respondents draw of the results of a re-arrangement 
of the lineal list reminds us of the story told of the 
quack who raised an uproar ina quiet settlement 
by announcing his intention of raising the dead in 
the village graveyard on a given date in the future. 
When the simple countrymen finally became con- 
vinced that he might possibly succeed in doing 
this, one remembered that he had buried a relative 
to whose memory he was devotedly attached but 
whose departure had so greatly improved his worldly 
fortunes that he was quite content to have him re- 
main where he was. Another, who was enjoying 
his honeymoon with his Ann Eliza, did not alto- 
gether relish the prospect that his sainted Maria 
might return to claim his allegiance. And so the 
hubbub grew, until the authorities were obliged to 
interfere to prevent the possible upsetting of long- 
established relations. 

A similar difficulty suggests itself in connection 
with the Outhwaite bill, and we confess it is be- 
yond our ability to decide how the principle of 
lineal promotion, for which we have contended, 
should be applied, to accomplish the greatest good 
and the least injury. We prefer to leave to Oon- 
gress and the military authorities the uncongenial 
task of settlingithe difficulty. The harmony and 
efficiency of the Army as a whole is what should 
first of all be considered. If there were any read- 
justment of rank that would do exact justice to all 
we should urge its adoption with all our strength, 
but we hesitate to present personal suggestions in 
favor of particular measures, that inevitably pro- 
voke reply in the style of the tu qguogue argument. 

In this connection, we recall the high testi- 
mony General Slocum once bore in our pre- 
sence to the loyal service rendered to him asa 
ranking officer by General Greene, still living at 
the age of ninety, who was commissioned a second 
lieutenant, after completing his course at West 
Point, four years before his commanding officer 
(Sloeum) was born. This is an extreme illustration 
of the vicissitudes of rank, but it is a pertinent one. 
The spirit most to be deprecated, in our judgment, 
is that of pitting service against service, in the vain 
attempt to establish claims to precedence assumed 
to be founded in abstract justice. We learn from 
Washington that the arguments for and against the 
Outhwaite bill are being very fully presented to 
Gongress, in letters from Army officers. Whatever 
the result, we trust that the example of General 
Greene will be followed by those who have the mis- 
fortune to be outvoted. 


Tue Medical Record calls attention to the wisdom 
of the check system now employed by the most re- 
putable drug stores in New York where the pre- 
scription put up by one person is checked by 
another. A correspondent suggests that this sys- 
tem should be applied to the Army Hospital Oorps. 
“Surely,” he says, ‘‘there are many soldiers put- 
ting up prescriptions who are without the experi- 
ence or education of prescription clerks in reputa- 
ble drug stores, and yet the check system is there 
maintained, while we have none, though the most 
dangerous drugs may be dispensed. Reform in this 
will cost nothing except possibly a little inconven- 
jence. To be effective it must apply to the whole 
Army.” 

THe Commissary General of thé Army has writ- 
ten a letter to Oongress calling attention to:a 
clause in the pending Army Appropriation bill, 
which proposes to give contestants in rifle competi- 
tions commutation of rations while at places of 
contest. The existing law allows commutation 
only in travelling to and from places of contest. 
Gen. Du Barry recommends that this law be not 
changed, as it is entirely practicable to furnish 
rations in kind at the contests. 
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GENERAL GRANT always held, with others of our 
soldiers, that the Uonfederate strength on the bat- 
tle fields of the Civil War was largely underestima- 
ted, and it will be remembered,that McOlellan was 
soundly abused for presenting what men re- 
garded as exaggerated estimates of Oonfederate 
strength. Gen. Grant declared that the Oonfed- 
erates belittled their numbers in every important 
engagement. In the Century for March Mr. A. B. 
QO man makes a careful study of such informa- 
tion as can be obtained from Confederate and South- 
ern State records, and he reaches the conclusion 
that the South had under arms during the war not 
far from 1,600,000 men or more than twice the 
force admitted, which was systematically under- 
stated. The Union total was 2,672,841 men, repre- 
senting, allowing for re-enlistments, 2,200,000 men. 
Many of these were short service men, and many 
who enlisted in the last year of the war never 
reached the front, whereas in the South substan- 
tially all the fighting men were in the ranks long 
before-the war ended. Mr. Casselman says: ‘‘In 
February, 1864, the law required the services of all 
white males between seventeen and fifty, ‘for the 
war,’ while boys under seventeen and men past 
fifty were organized into regiments of Junior and 
Senior Reserves. Even the ‘free negroes’ and a cer- 
tain number of ‘slaves’ were held liable by this law 
for their performance of auxiliary military service. 

. « The disparity in strength of the opposing 
armies was greatest in the last year of the war, and 
it never could have been very great until the last 
year. The Oonfederate government drew upon 
their resources far more rapidly than the North; 
they forced their fighting men early into the field; 
and this in part accounts for the heroic resistance 
against odds which they were enabled to display 
more conspicuously in the closing campaigns, when 
nine-tenths of the Confederate army were the sea. 
soued veterans of many campaigns, while they were 
opposed, to a considerable extent, by raw recruits 
freshly drawn from the plentiful and unexhausted 
resources of the North.” 














Tux changes in stations of regiments announced 
this week are much less extensive than the Com- 
manding General had hoped for or what he had an- 
ticipated in the light of an apparently liberal avail- 
able balance in the transportation fund. Upon the 
advice of the Quartermaster-General, it was 
deemed unsafe, however, to authorize an expendi- 
ture of more than $100,000 for transportation at the 
present time, and the movements were accordingly 
limited to an exchange between the ist and 10th 
Cavalry, the assignment of four cavalry troops to 
Fort Sheridan to complete the garrison there, of 
Troop I, 10th Cavalry, to Fort Leavenworth as the 
relief of 1st Cavalry, so as to give Fort Leavenworth 
two colored and two white troops; of F, 7th Cav- 
alry, to Fort Myer to complete the garrison there; 
of four companies, 9th Infantry, from Dept. of Ari- 
zona to Dept. of the East; of four companies, llth 
Infantry, from Dept. of the East to Dept. Arizona; 
of four companies, 6ch Infantry, from New York to 
Fort Thomas, Ky.; of five companies, 2ist Infantry, 
from the Dept. of the Platte tothe Dept. of the 
East. Generalj Schofield had planned for several 
transfers by marching, but fthey were given up at 
the last moment because it was feared that they 
would not be made as economically as at first sup” 
posed. The movements of troops for 1892, of late 
foreshadowed, have assumed definite shape this 
week, as will be seen by the General Orders pub- 
lished elsewhere. The ist Cavalry, which has been 
j2 Montana since 1884, goes to Arizona, and the 10th 
Cavalry, in Arizona since 1885, goes to Montana. A 
portions of the 2ist U. 8. infantry, including regi- 
mental headquarters, in Nebraska and Wyoming 
since 1884, comes to Northern New York, and the 
portion of the 9th and llth Infantry now absent 
from their regimental locality go to the East and 
Arizona, respectively. The companies of the 6th In- 
fantry now in Northern New York go South to 
Fort Thomas, Newport, Ky., thus giving to that 
post almost the entire regiment, as originally in- 
tended. Fort Myer becomes a post of four troops of 
cavalry by the addition of Troop I, 7th Cavalry, 
and Fort Sheridan, IIl., is substantially increased by 
two troops of the 7th Cavalry and two Indian cay- 
alry troops. This, taking it all in all, is a very fair 
pring movement. 





Tux periodical detail and relief of line officers 
for and from duty at the Military Academy has been 
made this week, to take effect in August next. These 
details break up many pleasant associations, but 
such are the chances and changes of Army life. 
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AMONG several new projects Secretary Elkins has 
in view for the improvement of the military service 
is the development of the bureau of military iatel- 
ligence. The progress of this important adjunct to 
the military establishment has been rather slow, 
solely because it has never received any special en- 
couragement from the War Department. But the 
order appearing elsewhere shows that better times 
are in store for it. Mr. Elkins is deeply interested 
in its welfare, and being a man of progressive ideas 
we may soon look for its expansion to an extent 
that will make the office at least worthy of its title. 
For some time past there has been a contest between 
the Signal Corps and Adjutant General’s De- 
partment for control of the office, the Ohief 
Signal office claiming that the words “ col- 
lecting and transmitting information for the 
Army by telegraph or otherwise,”’ in the act 
of 1890, reorganizing the Signal Corps, placed 
the Military Intelligence Bureau under his control. 
But that act has never been so construed by the 
Secretary of War, and the office remains as origin- 
ally established attached to the Adjutant General's 
Department. That the chief signal office has not 
yet given up the contest, however, ia shown by the 
fact that the provision ‘for the pay of the “ clerk 
attendant in the collection and classification of 
military information’’ has been transferred in the 
pending Army appropriation bill from the provi- 
sion for the “ pay of the Army” to that part of 
the bill making appropriation for the Signal Corps. 
This item for the clerk coupled with the provision 
in last year’s act authorizing the payment of mile- 
age, etc., to offices collecting information from 
abroad are the only provisions of lawin any way 
relating to the Intelligence Office. In the pending 
bill even the latter item has been left out, 
whether intentionally or by mistake as the result 
of the transfer of the item for the clerk has not 
been ascertained. It is the intention of the War 
Department, however, to recommend its restora- 
tion and also to have the provision for the clerk 
put back to its original position in the bill. 

By the terms of the Order the Intelligence 
Office is continued as a branch of the Adiutant- 
General’s Office, with its scope extended to in- 
clude matters relating to the organization; the 
armament and inspection of militia; the prepara- 
tion of plans for the mobilization and transporta- 
tion of militia and volunteers and concentration of 
military forces at various strategic points on the 
frontiers, and the establishment and c@arge of a mu- 
seum for the care of such military relics as are now 
preserved in the bureaus of the War Department. 
The topography of the country will be thoroughly 
studied and every road and water course will be 
examined with the view to ascertaining its fullest 
capacity for transporting troops in time of emer- 
gency, etc., moving or manoeuvring them as occa- 
sion requires. Another important feature 1s that 
which gives the reorganized bureau full control of 
all militia matters. Mr. Elkins hopes for a more 
intimate connection betweer the Federal and State 
military organizations than has hitherto existed, 
and wants the full assistance of the bureau to bring 
about this result. Col. Robert Williams, A. A. G., 
has been agsigned to charge of the reorganized di- 
vision, with Major Wm. J. Volkmar as principal as- 
sistant. The division will continue its headquarters 
in the War Department, additional space will be al- 
loted to it and the clerical force increased by details 
from other branches of the War Deraitment. 
It is also expected that a number of active 
young live officers will be detailed to duty in the 
office at Washington, and there will probably be 
some additional detaile to duty abroad. 








THE Senate Military Committee, in its report on 
the bill S. 2305, to provide for the permanent pre- 
servation and custody of the records of the volun- 
teer armies, etc., makes a strong argument in sup- 
port of that measure. After a review of the work 
done by the Record and Pension division under its 
present management, and approving letters in ad- 
vocacy of the bil] by Secretary Elkins, Gen. Scho- 
field and ex-Seocretary Proctor, the committee say: 
“The dignity and importance of the office, which 
differs in no respect from other bureaus of the War 
Department so far as the military character of its 
work is concerned, demand this much at least. But 
when in addition to all this it is possible, incident- 
ally, to recognize the services of the officer who or- 
ganized this bureau and brought it to its present 
state of efficiency the objections to such action fade 
into insignificance.” 





CornwELL UNIVERSITY announces the establish. 
ment of a school of marine engineering and naval 
architeeture as the first of a series of such special 
schools ordered by the Board of Trustees October, 
1890. The object of the school is to provide courses 
of instruction and opportunities for research in 
such special branches of engineering as relate to the 
design, building, powering and propuision of ves- 
sels of any and all types. A ciroular giving the 
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particulars of the course can be obtained by appli- 
cation to W. F. Durand, principal, Sibley College, 
Cornell University, Ithica, N. ¥Y. This school is the 
first of its kind in the country to organize and pre- 
pare for work, and assuch marks a step in the de- 
velopment of American technical education. It 
organization is timely and needed in the United 
States, and no effort will be spured to make of it all 
that such a school should be, and to provide a high 
grade theoretical and practical series of courses on 
these subjects. We learned some time ago of the 
imtention to establish this school, and we congratu- 
late Prof. Thurston, Director of Sibley College, 
upon its inauguration. It is his conception, and he 
bas had it in prospect ever since he took charge in 
1885. 


A LaD, fifteen years old, has succeeded in the well- 
known feat of making the British lion put his tail 
between his legs and howl with anguish. Walter 
Scott, a boy living in Dunkirk, N. Y., proves to 
have been the writer of the letter signed * Capt. 
Frank Scott, 38th Pennsylvania Rifles,” which was 
printed by the London Times, with accompaniment 
of heavy comments, in reply to its fire-eating 
threats against the British Empire. The Times 
seems to have been particularly demoralized by this 
threat from the young American patriot. 
“The American people feel just like getting a 
blow at their old enemy, but of course they are 
friends as long as the Bnoglish, and especially the 
newspapers, mind their own business.”” * * “Oan- 
ada would be captured before you had time to act. 
Our Navy would compare very favurably with 
yours, and there would be a heavy blockading fleet 
of steel cruisers on your coast within five days, 
Liverpool would soon be captured or destroyed, and, 
as we could raise an army of nearly two million men 
in two months, your little island would soon be 
overrun.”

ACCORDING to returns made to the A. G. O., there 
were sixty-three desertions from the Army during 
the month of February, eight more than for the 
previous month and three less than for the corres- 
ponding month of 1891. The percentage of desertion 
to the strength of the Army for the year ending Feb, 
29 is given as 5.7 per cent. against 7.5 per cent. for 
the previous year. The total enlisted strength on 
Feb. 29 was 24,575.

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FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The bill to include non-commissioned officers in 
Sec. 1216 in regard to the issue of certificates of 
_ merit for distinguished service is the first milit 
measure to pass both Houses this session. The Mili- 
tary Academy Appropriation bill was one day 
earlier in passing the Senate, but as there are 
ones pees ay Lh td —— com- 
mittee it canno as having fin Ae 
both Heuses, while the first named has. The bill to 
increase the pay of Pre of the Hospital Corps 
has also both Houses, but the amendment 
made by the House, reducing the amount provided 
in the Senate bill from $19 to $18, has not yet been 
adjusted. The following is the text of the act in re- 
gard to certificates of merit: 

“That Section 1216, R. 8., be, and is hereby, 
amended to read: 

“*Sec. 1216. That when any enlisted man of the 
Army shall have distinguished himself in the Ser- 
vice, the President may, at the recommendation of 
the commanding officer of the regiment or the chief 
of the corps to which such enlisted man belongs, 
grant bim a certificate of merit.’”’ 

The Senate Military Committee cleared its calen- 
dar of a good deal of business at its meetirg on 
Thursday last. Most of the measures acted upon, 
bowever, were of a privateand unimportant nature, 
the only two of interest being the House bill giving 
non-commissioned officers the same privileges re- 
garding certificates of merit now enjoyed by pri- 
vates and the Senate bill for the restoration and re- 
tirement of D. W. som, late captain, 3d Art. 
Favorable action was taken on all the pending nom- 
inations, which embrace the promotions in the Sub- 
sistence and Medical Departments consequent upon 
the retirements of Cols. Bell and Norris. 

The tollowing is the text of the amendment for the 
increase of the Navy intended to be proposed by 
the Senate Naval Committee to the Naval Appro- 

riation bill when that measure reacbes the Senate 

rom the House: “ That, for the purpose of further 
increasing the Naval Establishment of the United 
States, the President is hereby authorized to bave 
constructed, by contract, three battleships of 7,500 


fence vessels, five gunboats of 800 to 1,200 tons dis- 
placement, and eight first class torpedo boats. In 
the contracts for the construction of said vessels 
such provisions for increased speed and the premium 
for the same shall be made asin the discretion of 
the Secretary of the Navy may be deemed advis- 
able. lo the construction of all of said vessels all 
the provisions of the act of Aug. 3, 1886, shall be ob- 
served and followed, and said vessels shall be built 
in compliance with the terms of said act, save that 
in all their parts said vessels shall be of domestic 
mapufacture. If the Secretary of the Navy shali be 
unable to contract at reasonable prices for the 
building of any of said vessels, then he may build 
such veersel or vessels, or * part of any such ves- 
sel, insuch pavy-yards as he may designate. To- 
ward the construction of the —— herein author- 
ized, with their engines, boilers and machinery, the 
sum of $3,000,000 is hereby appropriated, and toward 
the armament of said ships the sum of $1,000,000 is 
hereby appropriated, of which sums $500,000 may be 
expended for experimentation, development of tor- 
peuoes, and in the procurement of standard torpe- 
does and other instruments of submarine warfare.” 

The Senate Appropriation Committee bas report- 
ed the Military Academy Appropriation bill to the 
Senate with a number of amendments, restoring to 
the bill some of the items cut down by the House. 
As reported by the Senate Committee the bill ap- 
propriates $438, » being $38,162 in excess of the 
amount passed by the House. The salaries of the 


appropriation of $48,250 for enlarging and increasing 
the gas plant is included. A reduction is made in 


sium from $3,176 to $1,700, and several other minor 
reductions made. 

In reporting favorably the bill to remit the penal- 
ties on the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, the Senate 
Naval Committee takes the grounc that the Govern- 
ment suffered no damage by the delay in the com- 
pietion of the vessel, and that time ran against the 
contractors while they were engaged in a laudable 
work of giving the Government a vessel of much 
greater dimenmons and guns of larger calibre than 
the contract called for. 

The bill to relieve Col. Daniel McClure from the 
indebtedness standing on the Treasu books 
against him was passed by the Senate March 16. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs report 
favorably the bill to give Rear Admiral Jouett the 
full pay of bis rank, for the reason that they con- 
sider it “just and right in view of the ga!lant and 
meritorious services of Admiral Jouett. He served 
with especial distinction during the war, and was 
more than once conspicuous for his heroic conduct 
in battle. Although recommended by a board of 
admirals, 25 years ago, foran advancement of thirty 
numbers for his galiant conduct, the promotion was 
never made. eminent, conspicuous, and signal 
acts of gallantry entitle him to some appropriate 
and special recognition. He has never received that 
reward by advancement in rank.” 

In the Senate, Mareh 16, Mr. Casey (Rep. N. D..,) 
introduced a bill to restore to active service (when 
necessary) Army officers on the retired list who 
have recovered from their disabilities. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, March 
16, had under consideration, for the first time this 
session, the bill transferring the Revenue Cutter 
Service to the Navy Department, and decided, after 
giving due weight to the letters of Secretary 
Foster, who opposes the measure, and of Secretary 
Tracy, who advocates it, to adopt ali the recom- 
mendations made in ary Tracy's letter of 
some weeks ago, which practically puts the bill in 
the same form as that which passed the 
House Jast session, but failed in the Senate just be- 
fore the adjournment of that body. The comniittee 
bas heard arguments by both sides, and it is almost

The bill increases from $400,000 
to $600,v00 the annual appropriation on account of 
the militia.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Considering the subject of bigh velocity in field 
guns the Saturday Review says: “ The situation is 
this—if you insist on high velocity you have to add 
so much additional machinery to your gun carriage 
and bave to so greatly strengthen its construction 
that you destroy its mobility, while even if you gain 
a long range you are stil! unable to make use of 
your most efficient projectile at it. Moreover, since 
the remaining velocity of its shrapnel is a truer 
measure of a gun than its initial velocity, and the 
two are by po means directly proportional, it does 
not follow that we benefit as much as we might ex- 
pect by submitting to these disadvantages. Thus, 
the 12-pounder has an initial velocity of over 1,700 
feet per secend and a remaining velocity at 3,000 

ds of 862 feet; while the 13 pounder, with an in- 
tial velocity of only 1,560 feet, has at the same 
range a remaining velocity greater by 6 feet per 
second than that of its rival. One of our highest 
authorities on field artillery has, indeed, recorded 
its opinion that, as re; s the efficiency of shrap- 
nel, we gain nothing by the increased muzzle velo- 
city of ‘the best field gun in Europe’ at all practi- 
cal ranges. Moreover, itis the —— to squeeze 
out the last few extra feet that does the harm." 





The Neue Militarische Blatter publishes figures to 
show that since Waterloo improvements in firearms 
bave had a beneficent tendency. Thus, at Kollin 
(1757) the Prussians lost 40 per cent., at Zorndorf 
(1753) 38 per cent., and at Kunersdori (1759) 40 per 
cent. The loss of the Austrians at Aspern (1809) was 
30 per cent., and of the French about 50 per cent. 
At Borodino (1812), both sides lost about 30 per cent., 
and at Waterloo British losses are given as 2% per 
cent. Coming to a more recent period, the Prua- 
sians lost but 4 percent. at Koniggratz, while the 
loss of the Austrians was 11 percent. The follow- 
ing are the percentages given of the losses of the 
Germans in the war of 1870: Worth, 12; Spicheren, 
18; Mars la Tour, 22; Gravelotte, 10; Sedan, 414. In- 
dividual corps, however, suffered much more sev- 
erely. The Chasseurs of the Prussian Guard lost 46 

r cent. at St. Privat; the 16th Infantry Hegiment 
ost 87 per cent., and the 52d infentry Hepinent 38 
per cent. at Mars la Tour. 





The German doctor, Dr. Billroth, in a recent lec- 
ture on the wounded in war, estimates that of the 
casualties at Weissenburg and Worth during the 
Franco-German war, 80 per cent. of all the wound- 
ed were caused by rifles, about 15 per cent. by the 
large guns, and not quite 5 per cent. by the lance and 
sword. ln reply to him, Mr. Archibald Forbes says 
that the statistics for the whole of the war on the 
German side prove that over 90 per cent. were due 
to rifle fire, about 9 per cent. to artillery, and about 
1 per cent. te cold steel. The smallness of the mor- 
tality from the French artillery is explained by the 
fact that their artillery was notoriously bad) 
served. Dr. Billroth believes that the future will 
see a still greater proportion of deaths resulting 
from rifle fire than from shell. Mr. Forbes points 
out that in doing so, no account bas been taken of 
the probable use of highly destructive explosives in 
the shells of the future. 





At Gibraltar, Feb. 12, the Infantry Brigade and 
Royal Artillery were exercised in the defence of 
the fortress from a supposed sea attack. The fire 
was delivered against barrels to represent ships, 
and rafts as an imaginary flotilla of boats 
anchored out in the bay. The infantry lined the 
sea front from Wellington Front southwards, de- 
tachments of artillery with machine guns being 
pense atintervals. A very heavy fire was then 

rougbt to bear on the floating targets. The men 
of the King’s Royal Rifle Corps used the Lee maga- 
zine rifle for the first time. Judging from the man- 
ner in which the firing was conducted, both by the 
infantry and artillery, an enemy attacking the for- 
tress under the —— conditions would have 
been completely defeated. 





The Ordnance Department of the Army has re- 
cently concluded a very successful trial at Sandy 
Hook with the new time fuses for 3.2 si guns 
manufactured at the Frankford Arsenal, The tests 
were made to determine difference in rate of burn- 
ing at rest and im flight, so that the fuses can be 
graduated at any rate for apy given flight. Remark- 
able uniformity at time and rateof —— de- 
Veloped with four of the shells, with the fuse 
attached fired at 200 yards range, the extreme vari- 
Ation in range between points of burst was 30 feet. 





All four bursted in a ce of 10 yards, correspond- 
ing to three ené-bundtedine part: of a second. With 
five others fired at 900 yards range—the — be- 
ing bigher—the extreme variation between burst 
was feet, corresponding to an interval in time of 
one-tenth of a second.
